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Arms Talks Collapse; New Try Set 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance 
started home from Moscow today 
expressing hope for an agreement 
eventually to reduce the Soviet and 
American nuclear arsenals despite his 
failure to get negotiations started 
during his visit to the Soviet capital. 
Vance flew to Bonn to confer with 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and brief 
him on his fruitless five-day attempt to 
break the deadlock over a new 
Strategic Arms limitations Treaty 
(SALT). He was spending the night in 
london and visiting Paris Friday for 
similar talks with British and French 
officials. 
Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev on 
Wednesday rejected two alternative 
American proposals, but Vance and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko agreed to meet again in 
May. 
“In my judgment this has been a 
useful visit,” Vance told reporters at 
the Moscow airport. "Our objective 
was not a simple one. Reaching 
agreement on arms control measures 
can’t be accomplished overnight. 
“In the meantime, I’m sure that both 
sides will study the matter which we 


discussed and will find that their ob­ 
jectives are similar.” 
More failure awaited Vance in Bonn, 
where West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt on Wednesday night 
rejected the Carter administration’s 
urging that it modify its nuclear deal 
with Brazil and do more to stimulate 
the West German economy as an aid to 
international economic recovery. 
Schmidt told a news conference West 
Germany's sale of a $4.8-billion 
nuclear installation to Brazil would be 
“one of the most important topics” in 
his talks with Vance. He reaffirmed his 
determination not to bow to the U.S. 
demand that the sale of a reprocessing 
plant that could make fuel for nuclear 
weapons be excluded from the deal. 
“The American government has 
known since last year ... that we are 
determined to abide by contractual 
agreements,” Schmidt said. 
Schmidt also reiterated that West 
Germany has done its share to spur 
international economic recovery, 
despite insistence by President Car­ 
ter's advisers that it and Japan can do 
more.

SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, 
Canary Islands (AP) — Pan American 
hopes to start an airlift to the United 
States Saturday with the bodies of its 
passengers and crew members killed 
in the runway collision at the Santa 
Cruz 
airport four days 
ago, 
a 
spokesman for the airline said today. 
Pan Am’s executive vice president, 
W. H. Waltrip, said special flights 
would begin as soon as the airstrip is 
cleared of the wreckage of the ELM 
and Pan Am planes that collided^ in 
aviation’s worst disaster. 
ELM Royal Dutch Airline said it 
would begin flying its victims to The 
Netherlands. 
The bodies, most of them badly 
charred, were in long lines of wooden 
coffins in an airport hangar while the 
work of trying to identify them con­ 
tinued. Officials from the U.S. Federal 
Bureau of Investigation were helping 
with 
the 
identification 
of 
the 
Americans, but officials said many of 
the dead might not be identified until 
after their bodies were examined in 
the United States. 
One of the investigators seeking the 
cause of the collision reported that the 
Spanish air controllers working at the 
time of the crash followed proper 
procedure and gave instructions in 
correct English to the two airliners. 
The two controllers who were on 
duty Sunday were interviewed Wed­ 
nesday by American and Dutch in­ 
vestigators. 
Authorities said the cockpit recor­ 
ders from both of the Boeing 747 jumbo 
jets were being flown to Washington 
for analysis in the presence of ELM 
and Pan Am personnel who could 
identify the voices. 
William R. Haley, the chief U.S. 
investigator, said the recorders should 
show all conversation among the flight 
crews and between the planes and the 
tower in the crucial minutes before the 
collision that killed 577 persons. 
It was hoped that the tapes could 
answer two big questions about the 
crash — why the ELM pilot began his 
takeoff run without permission and 
Election Reform Bill 
Out Of Committee 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Majority 
Democrats sprung their highly 
publicized election reform bill from a 
Senate committee Wednesday night 
after fighting off Republican efforts to 
take election day registration of 
voters—“the heart of the bill”—from 
its provisions. 
The vote in the Elections, Insurance 
and Financial Institutions Committee 
was 5-3, along strict party lines, with 
one Democrat absent. It now goes to 
the rules committee for assignment to 
a floor vote. 
Committee Chairman Tony P. Hall, 
D-6 Dayton, hailed the bill as a com­ 
prehensive package which will en­ 
courage participation in the govern­ 
ment process by Ohio’s citizens while

limitation Treaty negotiations in 
Moscow was not surprised.

“Okay, stand by. I will call you for 
takeoff.” 
The Pan Am plane was still taxiing 
up the main runway to get into position 
for takeoff behind the ELM jet. 
Van Rejsen maintained that the Pan 
Am plane passed an exit called C-3 at 
which it had been ordered to turn off 
onto a parallel taxiway and was 
proceeding to the next exit, C-4. 
Americans say the Pan Am pilot was 
following instructions and the C-3 exit 
was at an angle impossible for a 747 to 
turn into. 
The Pan Am jet, piloted by Capt. 
Victor Grubbs of Centerport, NY., 
was just short of C-4 when the ELM jet 
began its takeoff run. Grubbs tried to 
get his plane off the runway, but the 
Dutch jet smashed into it at a 45- 
degree angle. 
Grubbs, 56, who was flown to the 
United States Tuesday night with other 
survivors, said in an interview he 
heard the EI^M pilot report he was 
taking off and shouted into his 
microphone, “Tell them not to take off. 
We’re still on the runway!” But some 
sources said his mike may have been 
set for communication within the plane 
since the co-pilot usually com­ 
municates with the tower. 
“Looking back at the rubble, I first 
thought to myself, ‘Look what I’ve 
done to those people,” said Grubbs in a 
hospital interview with The Associated 
Press. “But in my heart I knew that it 
wasn’t my fault.”

“But I can’t certify there is no 
linkage in the Soviets’ minds,” Carter 
said. 
Regardless, he said he would not 
modify his statements on human 
rights, which “are compatible with the 


consciousness of this country.” 
The President said he intends to 
“remain very strong in my position” 
that the two superpowers this year 
negotiate not just a superficial 
agreement allowing them to continue 
the arms race but to freeze developent 
of new missiles and reduce launchers 
and multiple warheads substantially. 
“I am not in any hurry," Carter said. 
“It is important enough to proceed 
methodically and carefully.” He made 
no mention of the expiration in mid- 
October of an interim weapons 
agreement.

Hall said he is delighted that 
President Carter has submitted to 
Congress a bill that would permit 
election day signup of voters for 
federal elections. The federal program 
could make $3.5 million available to 
Ohio to help cover the additional ex­ 
penses the state program otherwise 
will entail, the Montgomery’ County 
lawmaker said. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A bill 
aimed at an “arrogance of power” that 
results in thousands of bureaucratic 
rules made outside the legislative 
process has advanced in the General 
Assembly 
with 
overwhelming 
bipartisan support. 
“On what meat has our Caesar been 
fed that he has grown so mighty?” 
asked Rep. William G. Batchelder, R- 
93 Medina, who used a line from 
Shakespeare to give his impression of 
an 
ever-growing 
government 
bureaucracy. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Thomas 
P. Gilmartin, D-51 Youngstown, would 
give the legislature authority to in­ 
validate new rules promulgated by 
state agencies, boards, bureaus or 
commissions. It was approved 92-2 
Wednesday and sent to Ole Senate. 


In the upper chamber, senators 
passed by a 28-5 vote a bill providing 
for separate primary elections in each 
major party for the offices of governor 
and lieutenant governor. 
Under an amendment to the state 
Constitution approved by voters last 
year, the two top offices will be listed 
in tandem on the November 1978 
general election ballot. But the 
amendment left to the legislature the 
task of determining the primary 
format. 
The bill was sent to the House, which 
is considering separate legislation that 
calls for a joint or tandem primary. 
Support that crossed party lines 
surfaced for legislative oversight of 
state agency rulemaking authority, 
after addition of a key amendment 
narrowing the scope of the measure. 
Rep. Arthur V.N. Brooks, D-14 
Cleveland Heights, gained a one-vote 
majority for language limiting the 
Joint Committee on Rule Review, 
created by the bill, to oversight of new 
rules and regulations. 
With power over existing rules, 
Brooks and Rep. Harry J. I^ehman, D- 
16 Shaker Heights, argued the review 
committee would be subject to un­ 
precedented lobbying from special 
interest groups seeking to escape state 
regulation. 
“No committee will be wined and 
dined and honored and treated like the 
joint committee that will be created by 
this bill,” Lehman claimed. 
Trudeau 
Denies Wife 
Walking Out 


OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — A 
television station’s report that Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau and 
his wife, Margaret, have agreed to 
separate is “extremely unlikely,” a 
spokesman for Trudeau’s office said 
early today. 
The prime minister’s spokesman 
said if the report by Toronto station 
CFTO were true, “I’m sure I would 
know, and I don’t know.” He added 
that he was certain the office would 
have been advised if a separation was 
planned. 
However, Trudeau’s press secretary 
said he could not deny the report of­ 
ficially because he had not talked to 
the prime minister. Trudeau was 
reported at his official residence but 
unavailable for comment. 
Unconfirmed reports said Mrs. 
Trudeau was in New York, but no 
official 
information 
on 
her 
whereabouts was available. 
Mrs. Trudeau’s parents, who live in 
Toronto, refused to comment. 
Trudeau is 57, his wife is 28, and they 
have been married six years. They 
have three sons aged 5 and 3 years and 
18 months. 
There has been speculation that they 
were breaking up since she went to 
Toronto alone on their sixth wedding 
anniversary early this month, spent 
the weekend listening to the Rolling 
Stones rock group and then went to 
New York while Stones leader Mick 
Jagger and another member of the 
group were there. 
Mrs. Trudeau denied she was having 
an affair with Jagger and insisted 
there were no problems with her 
marriage. Trudeau also denied that 
the marriage was in trouble but said 
his wife was canceling some public 
engagements to have more privacy. 


But on the need to reassert at least a 
degree “of legislative supremacy over 
the lawmaking process,” as Bat­ 
chelder put it, there was little 
disagreement. 
“They (bureaucrats) are doing more 
to enforce their rules than the laws we 
make in the General Assembly,” 
Gilmartin said, and “they are ap­ 
pointed.” 


Batchelder recalled a committee 
hearing almost two years ago when a 
spokesman for the Environmental 
Protection Agency, testifying on a 
similar Gilmartin bill, declared that 
legislators did not have the “ex­ 
pertise" to assess EPA. 
“We created the agency and they tell 
us we don’t have the expertise,” 
Batchelder complained. “We face in 


the bureaucracy rn this state, as we do 
in Washington, an arrogance of 
power.” 
A spokesman for Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, who vetoed Gilmartin’s 
previous bill in 1975, said the ad­ 
ministration remained opposed to the 
concept. The Senate failed by one vote 
last December on the final day of the 
session to override Rhodes’ veto. 
Atom Energy Cooperative Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration is considering the idea 
of a world-wide energy cooperative 
that would give all nations equal ac­ 
cess to nuclear power for peaceful 
purposes. 
Administration sources say the co-op 
concept is designed to aid in the 
development of poor nations and could 
halt the spread of nuclear weapons by 
giving non-nuclear nations access to 
atomic power without forcing them to 
develop their own nuclear technology. 
Administration officials stress that 
the idea still is no more than “a con­ 
cept.” One expert said, “It is not yet a 
project or a plan because its details 
have yet to be worked out with greater 
precision.” 
The concept would involve a global 
system 
under which 
interested 
countries could share in the ownership, 
development and management of 
nuclear installations and processes 
involved in the nuclear fuel cycle. 
The sources say the program could 
be a fallback compromise in case 
current strenuous U.S. efforts fail to 
stop West Germany and France from 
selling Brazil and Pakistan nuclear 
reactors.

South Dakota

Skies remained overcast in the 
Midwest following a winter storm that 
dumped four feet of snow on some 
areas. 
Storm and snow warnings and travel 
advisories were lifted Wednesday. 
Meanwhile, South Dakota Gov. 
Richard Eneip declared an emergency 
in western parts of the state, making 
counties eligible for state assistance in 
clearing roads. 
Many roads remained impassible in 
the wake of the storm, which left from 
one to four feet of snow since Monday. 
Rescue teams trying to help stranded 
motorists were hampered by winds 
gusting to 40 miles per hour. 
Temperatures 
dropped 
below 
freezing overnight in parts of the 
Southern Plains and midMississippi 
Valley. 
Thunderstorms continued from 
Texas through the Gulf Coast states, 
across Georgia and into South 
Carolina. Fog forming in Texas 
resulted in travel advisories. 
Rain also was reported in the 
Appalachians, New England, the 
upper Great flakes region and central 
California. 
Thunderstorms that brought up to 
seven inches of rain to some Georgia 
communities over the past two days 
were to end today. Warnings of 
possible flash flooding and tornados 
expired late Wednesday . 
But the Army Corps of Engineers 
ordered a suspension of electric power 
generation at Georgia three dams to 
reduce the chance of downstream 
flooding.

It could, for instance, lead to in­ 
ternational financing, ownership and 
management of research programs, 
reprocessing facilities or of new 
generations of reactors located inside 
the United States. 
At the same time, sources sam, it 
could give needier nations a stake in 
the benefits of nuclear energy 
development, which they cannot afford 
to undertake on their own. 
Administration sources also say 
such a program could introduce a 
universal system of cooperation for the 
orderly development of the nuclear 
industry as a source of energy and 
general scientific and 
medical 
benefits.

Labor Departm ent 
Eyes Teamsters Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Labor 
Department, broadening its crack­ 
down on the Teamsters Union, is 
threatening to sue a union benefit fund 
in Ohio in connection with $2.5 million 
in fees paid to fund officials. 
Sources familiar with the in­ 
vestigation say the department is 
challenging as excessive the fees paid 
to two Dayton attorneys who ad­ 
ministered the Ohio Highway Drivers’ 
Welfare Fund for 27,000 truckers since 
1972. 
The sources said the department is 
seeking 
to bring 
the 
fund 
into 
“voluntary compliance" with the 1974 
federal pension reform law. Among 
other things, the government is 
demanding the ouster of the fund’s 
administrator, Robert C. Knee Jr. 
His father, Robert C. Knee Sr., 
administered the fund in the past. 
labor Department records filed by 
the Ohio fund show the father was paid 
$482,763 in 1972 and $575,573 in 1973 to 
administer the plan. His son took over 
in 1974 and received $878,915 that year 
and $627,746 in 1975, the last year for 
which records are available.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Senate Energy and Public Utilities 
voted 6-2 today to subpoena officials of 
the Dayton Power and Light Co. for an 
April 13 appearance before the panel. 
In a letter to the committee, the 
utility indicated it could not appear on 
that date because of a stockholders’ 
meeting. 
The committee, in the midst of an 
investigation of natural gas shortages 
in the state, began hearing testimony 
today from East Ohio Gas Co. 
Sens. William H. Mussey, R-14 
Batavia and Thomas A. Van Meter, R- 
19 Ashland, both critics of the com­ 
mittee investigation, voted against the 
subpoena. 
Dudley Taw, president of East Ohio, 
a company which survived the severe 
winter weather in better shape than 
other major Ohio gas utilities, told the 
panel the utility would be prepared 
again next winter to meet the “natural 
gas needs of all our customers.” 
Taw said his company would not 
“scrape 
by 
from one crisis to 
another,” but needed regulatory 
flexibility. 
Questioned by Sen. Anthony O. 
Calabrese, D-22 Cleveland, sponsor of 
a bill to permit gas drilling in Lake 
Erie, Taw said East Ohio had no ob­ 
jections to resumption of drilling the 
lake bottom. 
But Taw noted, “we have ample 
supplies on land.” 
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resources department to set up an 
initial pilot project in which unem­ 
ployed youths would work on strip 
mine reclamation in Southeast Ohio.

The Senate committee adopted 
several amendments before giving the 
bill its unanimous vote.

M obutu 
Sends Troops 
To K atan ga 


KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) - President 
Mobutu Sese Seko has rushed rein­ 
forcements to southern Zaire to defend 
the copper-mining center of Kolwezi 
while the Katangan invaders have 
paused, apparently consolidating their 
hold on about a third of Shaba 
province, informed sources say. 
There was no government comment 
on the reports. 
Diplomats and other sources said the 
estimated 2,000 Katangans returning 
to their native Shaba province after 14 
years exile in Angola had advanced to 
within 30 miles of Kolwezi, the center 
of the copper mines that earn 60 per 
cent of Zaire's export income. 
Zairean sources said significant 
reinforcement were being sent in by 
air and road to defend the town against 
the invaders, veterans of the sec- 
cessionist army who fled to Angola in 
1964 after they failed to free Shaba 
(then Katanga) from the control of the 
central government. 
Sources said the bulk of the invading 
forces have made no significant ad­ 
vance since the weekend, when they 
reportedly captured the town of 
Mutshatsha 60 miles west of Kolwezi. 
The government has acknowledged 
fighting around Mutshatsha, once the 
headquarters of its forces in Shaba, 
but has not admitted the loss of the 
town despite numerous eyewitness 
reports that it had fallen.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The staff 
of the city’s Redevelopment Agency 
has been instructed to come up with a 
method for telling what time it really 
is.

Four contractors had submitted their 
bids and bid officer Frank Cannizzaro, 
after confirming with dial-the-time 
that it was, indeed, 2 p.m., closed and 
locked the bid box.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Harsh 
penalties don’t keep people from 
smoking marijuana and moderate use 
probably poses no substantial health 
hazard, slays a new government- 
financed report. 
The 375-page report, issued today by 
the National Governors Conference, 
also 
says 
states 
that 
have 
decriminalized marijuana possession 
have shown a “substantial” savings of 
tax dollars. 
The report, prepared for the 
governors by a Washington research 
firm under a grant from the federal 
Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration, 
says 
reducing 
criminal penalties for pot possession 
does “not generally lead to an im­ 
mediate increase in total marijuana 
use, although the long-term effects of 
penalty reductions are less clear.” 
The report said its findings on 
marijuana use in relation to penalty 
reductions “implies that harsh penalty 
structures do not in themselves deter 
personal possession and private use of 
the drug.” 
The study was based on a survey of 
previous data, visits to nine states in 
which 
a 
law 
decriminalizing 
marijuana possession has been 
enacted or attempted and on in­ 
terviews with state officials, the 
governors association said. 
“Statewide data were used when 
available,” the report said. “When 
such data did not exist, local data and 
the 
subjective 
estimates 
of 
knowledgeable political, criminal 
justice and other officials were used. 
Care was taken to interview in­ 
dividuals with differing views on the 
issue.” 
Only officials in Los Angeles told 
interviewers they had seen any in­ 
crease in marijuana use which, in their 
opinion, related to removal of criminal 
penalties for possession of small 
amounts of marijuana.

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Assassinations Panel 
Given New Lease 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
assassinations committee, granted 
two years to do its work, will "lay to 
rest all the rumors and rumors of 
rumors” about the murders of John F. 
Kennedy and Martin Luther King Jr., 
its chairman promises. 
A sharply divided House extended 
the committee’s life through 1978 by a 
vote of 230 to 181 on Wednesday after 
its controversial chief counsel, 
Richard A. Sprague, resigned. 
Chairman Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, said 
an unofficial count had indicated that 
if Sprague had not resigned, the 
committee might have been killed by 
some 20 votes. He and other panel 
members praised Sprague and said he 
had been unfairly maligned by the 
committee's former chairman, Rep. 
Henry B. Gonzalez, D-Tex. 
Gonzalez quit the panel last month 
when its members and the House 
leadership refused to back his attempt 
to fire Sprague. 
Israel Sets 
Terrorist 


Trial Soon 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - The 
Israeli government has cracked open 
the door on its counterterrorist 
operations abroad, then slammed it 
shut after a tantalizing glimpse. 


“Now it can be told ... in part,” said 
the headline in the Jerusalem Post 
Wednesday over the announcement 
that five suspected terrorists will be 
tried in Israel 15 months after they 
were 
captured 
while 
allegedly 
preparing to shoot down an Israeli 
airliner outside the country. 


The authorities released only a few 
bits of information about the affair, but 
reporters learned that the attempt on 
the El Al plane was made at Nairobi, 
the capital of Kenya. 


A government announcement said 
the five were members of the radical 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP). It said they had 
Soviet missiles — apparently small 
rockets fired from the shoulder — and 
were preparing to fire them at an El Al 
airliner loaded with more than IOO 
people. 
Officials said three of the suspects 
are Arabs and two are West Germans, 
but they would not give their identities. 
Little more information will be 
revealed to the public from the trial, 
which is to be held in secret before a 
military court. 
El Al stops at Nairobi on its Tel Aviv- 
Johannesburg route. Officials would 
not say how the five were caught in 
January 1976 and ended up in Israeli 
custody, but a report from Bonn, the 
West German capital, said Kenyan 
police arrested them, and they were 
secretly extradited to Israel.

By PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK — Most competent 
secretaries 
today 
see

professional lives changing — for the 
worse. 
Their employers, viewing their 
dissatisfaction, are frustrated 
and 
uncertain how 
to 
"handle” 
their 
secretaries. 
The stand-off has nothing to do with 
salaries; secretaries earn more than 
ever before in history. 
“The problem is that an increasingly 
large number of secretaries are ex­ 
tremely dissatisfied with their lot, and 
are asking ‘What’s in it for me? When 
do I get to be a boss?’ 
"U nless management begins to 
answer 
those 
two 
questions 
satisfactorily,” says laurel Giblin, 
manager of placement services at 
American Express, 
"Discontent is 
going to continue — causing high 
turnover, low quality paperwork and 
plenty of charges of 
unfair em­ 
ployment practice.’ ” 
Secretaries feel they should 
be 
regarded as intelligent employees with 
career potential — and see themselves 


being treated like those women in 
"The Stepford Wives,” a movie and 
novel in which housewives are por­ 
trayed as 
robots programmed to 
service men. The secretaries feel like 
robots for several reasons. In case any 
executives are reading this, here are 
their secretaries’ chief complaints: 
Number one — "My boss doesn't 
know how to manage a secretary. In a 
single afternoon, I am alternately 
treated as a surrogate wife, a servant, 
a best friend and an automation.” 
Two — Bosses seem less concerned 
with skills and training than they are 
with personality, 
looks and com­ 
patibility. 
This attitude

NEW YORK (AP) - In the midst of 
what researchers say is a growing 
concern about inflation, recent pay 
increases to 48 White House aides are 
being criticized as lacking the proper 
symbolism for the nation. 
At the same time, the increases, 
which exceeded 25 per cent in some 
instances, are defended by 
some 
economists 
and 
others 
questioned 
about the consequences if ordinary 
workers sought similar raises. 
“It is one of these cases of wanting 
to look for a basis for grousing and 
griping,” said Walter Heller, chief 
economic adviser under Presidents 
Kennedy and Johnson. “In substance, 
I think it’s defensible.” 
Heller and others noted that White 
House aides had received no ap­ 
preciable increases since 1969, and 
that a study committee representing a 
range of opinions had recommended 
that even larger increases be granted. 
But Jack Carlson, chief economist of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, commented that "to 
have such large increases across the 
board, irrespective of experience, is 
bad symbolism.” 
Some of the workers involved, he 
said, have little or no previous ex­ 
perience, and yet are being paid as 
much as others with considerable 
expertise and experience, and who are 
holding down jobs with greater 
responsibility. 
Carlson, assistant interior secretary 
under President Ford, said pay ad­ 
justments clearly were needed to keep 
highly qualified people in government, 
but he suggested that increases be 
given on merit. 
In granting the increases last week, 


President Carter indicated they were a 
compromise between old salary levels 
and a new law that permits even 
greater increases for executive-level 
employes. 
Raises at the highest level went to 
$56,000 from $44,600. A middle group of 
aides rose to $51,000 from $42,000, and a 
third group to $48,500 from $39,000. The 
percentages ranged from over 21 to 
nearly 26.

disgraceful,” said Pierre Rinfret, a 
Republican, informal economic ad­ 
viser to earlier administrations, and 
self-described as a man generally 
impressed by Carter’s performance to 
date. 


But Rinfret’s criticism came in a 
very precise context. He would like to 
see a restructuring of pay scales in 
order to attract to government "the 
shakers and movers, the tigers of 
industry, the doers, the university 
presidents . . . ” 
The 
President, 
senators 
and 
congressmen are paid “ridiculously,” 
he said. "A senator should get a 
minimum of $250,000, a congressman 
$200,000, and the President should be 
the highest man in the country” at 
about $1 million. 


But without a general restructuring, 
he said, the increases for White House 
aides are unfair, and convey the 
message that "what’s good enough for 
the White House is good enough for 
labor and society in general.” 
Rudolph 
Oswald, 
AFL-CIO 
spokesman, supported the increases, 
and indicated their size was not likely 
to be accepted as a standard by 
workers.

Move her toward the 
job that she seems most qualified for, 
in lines such as personnel recruiting, 
employee relations, sales or ad­ 
ministration.

businessmen. But Ms. Giblin insists it 
has to come: clerical and stenographic 
work as a lifelong career have lost 
their charm. 
"Organizations, says Ms. Giblin,

Speaking Of Your Health

It seems that all the women in my 
family get varicose veins as they get 
older. Is this a family tendency? Are 
there any new ways for the treatment 
of varicose veins, without surgery? 
Mrs. H.D., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
Varicose veins seem to be one of the 
penalties paid by women and men for 
having assumed a standing position 
during the process of evolution. 
Varicose veins do not occur in four- 
legged animals. 
There may be some congenital or 
hereditary weakness of the walls of the 
veins, or the valves that lie within 
them. In most instances, however, the 
upright position, the pull of gravity, 
the pressure 
of pregnancy, 
tight 
garments and special occupations are, 
in general responsible for varicose 
veins. 
Within the veins of the legs are tiny, 
intricate valves that prevent the back­ 
flow of the normal stream of blood as it 
goes into the heart. When these valves 
become weakened and fail to function, 
the walls of the veins lose their 
elasticity and do not withstand the 
pressure of the blood. 
“Pooling,” or stagnation, of the 
blood results and the veins become 
distended, tortuous and enlarged. Not 
all varicose veins are treated by 
surgery. 
In simple cases, elastic stockings, 


elevation of the legs and special 
exercises can be beneficial. In other 
cases, injections of chemicals are used 
for small varicosities. The decision to 
use the injection technique depends, of 
course, on studies of the circulation of 
the veins and an evaluation of the 
severity of the symptoms. 
Modern surgery has developed 
many new and excellent techniques for 
the ligation (tying off) and stripping of 
varicose 
veins. 
These 
surgical 
procedures are safe and effective. 
It should be noted that many people 
delay consultation about their varicose 
veins for many months, and even 
years. By doing so, a relatively simple 
problem can be converted into a 
complicated one. 


One of my friends is an alcoholic. He 
takes the drug "antabuse" to cure his 
alcoholism. Is it safe for anyone to try 
this? 
Mr. M. M. B .,Pa. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
Antabuse does not cure alcoholism. 
By its drastic action, it merely limits 
the desire for alcohol in any form. 
When taken with alcohol, antabuse can 
make the alcoholic violently ill. 
It can be used only under a doctor’s 
supervision, as an addition to other 
p sychologically 
reh a b ilita tiv e 
programs.

As a citizen and as 
an employee of the Pickaway County 
Health Department I am also con­ 
cerned and perplexed with the 
nuisance caused by illegal dumping 
and litter. 
There are no excuses for the in­ 
discriminate and illegal dumping of 
refuse 
and 
I 
agree 
that 
those 
responsible should be prosecuted to the 
fullest extent of the law. However 
attempts to apprehend and prosecute 
to date has not met with much success. 
You have to catch the individual in the 
act to prosecute him or have a witness 
to the act. To date with limited man­ 
power of one person for all county 
environmental health needs there has 
not been much time unfortunately, to 
devote to litter along the canal road. 
There are fifteen state mandated 
programs which we must carry out 
which include such areas as food 
service, vending, camps, swimming 
pools, landfill inspections, water 
supplies, sewage disposal and others. 
And other roads in the county have 
litter problems as well. 


Until additional funds are made 
available we do not have the man­ 
power to actively pursue all of these 
programs. We will do everything 
within our capabilities to assist in 
preventing these problems. We will 
ask the assistance of the Sheriff’s 
office and department of Natural 
Resources. The cleaning up of roads is 
the responsibility of the county 
township and state highway or road 
departments. Littering costs many 
dollars each year. ' 


We had no knowledge of the dumping 
of a load of trash along the canal road 
to which you referred in the letter to 
the editor, licensing and inspections of 
refuse haulers has decreased the 
problems along the canal road over the 
last year and a half.

winter. 


The Commerce Department said its 
composite index of leading indicators 
turned up by four-tenths of a per cent 
in February after plunging 1.2 per cent 
in January, the biggest drop since the 
1974-1975 recession. 
The performance of the index is in

with 
other 
economic 
statistics reported for the month of 
February and supports the contention 
of administration analysts that the 
economy will come back quickly from 
the crimp put in it by winter weather. 
Commerce said that of the IO in­ 
dividual statistics available In time for 
computation in the leading indicators 
index, four showed increases. The 
increase in the work week 
for 
manufacturing workers to 40.4 hours 
from 39.6 hours the month before was 
the biggest upward influence on the 
total index. 
Also moving upward were the 
number of new orders received by 
manufacturers of consumer products 
and their suppliers, the number of new 
building permits issued and slower 
deliveries in supplies. 
The slower deliveries are taken as a 
signal of increased demand and thus 
quickened economic activity.

VIENNA, Ohio (AP) - The world 
champion butterfat producing cow has 
surpassed her own record. 
Breezewood Patsy Bar Pontiac 
produced 47,500 pounds of milk and 
2,230 pounds of butterfat in 365 days on 
a twice-a-day milking schedule—about 
five times the production of an average 
milk cow. 
That broke her 1974 record of 45,270 
pounds of milk and 2,191 pounds of 
butterfat. 
The 12-year-old Holstein, owned by 
Herman and Henry Gelbke, has been 
classified "excellent” four times by 
the Holstein Friesian Association. 
Pontiac comes from a family of 
champions. Her grandam, Princess 
Breezewood R.A. Patsy, held the 
national record for 13 years of 36,820 
pounds of milk and 1,866 pounds of 
butterfat. Pontiac’s dam held two 
national butterfat records during her 
life.

H O VELAND (A P) - Ashby Leach 
continued testimony today in defense 
of 13 kidnaping charges after saying he 
knew exactly what he was doing when 
he broke laws that he claims are un­ 
just. 
The 31-year-old Vietnam veteran 
from Huntington, VV.Va., testified 
Wednesday he took 13 hostages while 
trying to see the president of the 
Chessie System railroad, his former 
employer, about making apprentice 
jobs eligible for veterans’ job training 
benefits. 
I^ist August 26, I/each carried a 12- 
gauge shotgun loaded with a spent 
shell and a loaded 25-caliber pistol 
into 36th floor offices of the firm. 
Chessie President Hays T. Watkins 
was there. 
After the receptionist saw the guns, 
I^each said, he felt committed and 
collected hostages as visitors entered 
the reception area. He surrendered 
after seeing news of the nine-hour 
siege on national television. 
Iieach is being tried on 16 felony 
charges, including kidnaping. Con­ 
viction could mean up to 355 years 
imprisonment and fines of up to 
$140,000. He was freed Nov. 24 on 
$100,000 bond. 
In nearly four hours on the stand, 
lieach told prosecutor Ray F. Gricar 
“ I knew exactly what I was doing. 
“ I have already apologized to those 
who I detained but I think it was 
educational to them,” he testified. “ I 
broke the law but the law ain’t right.” 
He said he showed concern for the 
hostages by releasing three—another 
escaped—and by putting himself 
between them and a door that he 
thought police might come through 
shooting.

Subject to approval by voters In a 
statewide election, the proposal would 
guarantee an accused a hearing in a 
court of record to determine probable 
cause, unless he waived a grand jury 
proceeding. 
It also requires that the state divulge 
to defense counsel any evidence it has 
that tends to show an accused may not 
be guilty, and stipulates that an ac­ 
cused or a witness is entitled to counsel 
during questioning before a grand 
jury. 
Rep. Dennis Eckart, D-18 Euclid, 
introduced the proposal Wednesday 
with two

and

Democratic cosponsors.

Supporting Solons Proves Costly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Taking 
care of your state legislator’s needs in 
Columbus will average a little over 
139,000 per member this year, ac­ 
cording to figures supplied by House 
and Senate clerical officers. 


That doesn’t include the $17,500 
annual salary most of the 132 members 
draw or their cost of living expenses 
which they pay on their own, with the 
exception of those dinners with check- 
grabbing lobbyists, 
In the House, Executive Secretary 
Joseph Sommer, breaking down a two- 
year $9.25 million budget, found in the 
current fiscal year the cost of support 
for the 99 representatives should 
average about $29,000 per legislator. 


That includes: $15,000 each for staff 
salaries 
and 
mileage 
travel 
allowances; $11,800 for printing of bills 
and other materials, office equipment, 
maintenance and parking, and $2,200 
for postage and telephone bills. 
The mileage allowance paid out to 
all House members totaled almost 
$121,000, while telephone bills have 
been as high as $15,000 a month. Both 
areas have been the source of some 


controversy. 
The Senate’s present $5.75 million 
budget, minus salaries, allows for 
about $69,000 support for each of the 33 
members over a year’s time. 
In addition to a secretary and 
clerical help, each senator is assigned 
administrative assistants, who are 
generally in a pay range of $13,000 to 
$14,000 annually. 
The 
Senate 
travel 
allowance 
averages about $50,000 a year, ac­ 
cording to the upper chamber’s chief 
clerk, William Chavanne. 
Sommer, a political appointee who 
acts as House administrator, says he is 
in no position to police elected officials. 
“ It is very difficult to put a tight type 
of control over the telephones,” he 
says. 
Sommer told a recent meeting of the 
House Ethics Committee that it was a 
relatively common practice for 
members to bill their Columbus office 
for long distance telephone calls they 
make within their districts. 
The ethics panel is expected to 
recommend next month an end to the 
practice by which lawmakers are 
automatically reimbursed for the 15

As one possible solution to the ex­ 
pense problem, Ethics Chairman 
Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, has 
proposed a $5,000 salary increase, tied 
to an elimination of any expense 
payments 
Such an increase would also be 
contingent on imposition of the 1.5 per 
cent Columbus municipal tax on 
legislative salaries, but there is no 
indication yet of support from 
Democratic majority leaders for a pay 
bdl. 
There are some other legislative- 
related expenses, not included in these 
calculations. 
The Legislative Service Commission 
and Legislative Reference Bureau, 
bill-writing and research arms of the 
assembly, are operating on a com­ 
bined budget of $1.7 million for the 
current fiscal year. 
And each freshman lawmaker 
receives a complete set of the Revised 
Code —law books— while veterans get 
supplements, updating laws they have 
made in the previous session. 
By cutting back on a practice of 
giving a complete second set of code 
books to second-term members, 
Sommer hopes to hold that House 
expense to $36,000 this session. It cost 
$56,000 for the books in the 111th 
General Assembly. 
The overall legislative budget 
soared more than 400 per cent in the 
last IO years, as sessions became 
longer and bill production grew with 
an influx of urban-oriented lawmakers 
in the late 1960s 
Rep. Gene Damschroder, R-85 
Fremont, a conservative from a 
predominantly rural district, bucked 
the trend recently when he belatedly 
gave back $7,000, the increase received 
by legislators in 1975.

NEW YORK (A P) - Women over 40 
who use birth control pills and smoke 
run a much higher risk of heart attacks 
than those who use the pills but don't 
smoke. 
Women in their 40s who smoke more 
than 15 cigarettes a day die of heart 
attacks or blood clots nearly 12 times 
more frequently than those who don’t 
smoke at all. 
These were the major findings of a 
new study of mortality risk and oral 
contraception that was reported 
Tuesday by research analyst Andrudh 
K. Jain of The Population Council. 
Jain, summing up his study, said; 
“ The safety of the pill should be 
considered separately for smokers and 
nonsmokers because the effects are 
different. 
“ Women over 40 who take the pill 
and do not smoke are not exposed to 
substantially higher risk of death.” 
Jain and others at a news conference 
said they did not know what physical 
mechanism would account for the 
excess mortality among pill users who 
smoke. 
The Jain study found that the annual 
mortality rate from heart attacks and 
blood clots for women aged 40-44 who 
use oral contraceptives but do not 
smoke is seven per 100,000 — or 
roughly a third the risk of death from 
pregnancy and childbirth among 
women who use no birth control. 
But the pill users in this group who 
do smoke face a mortality risk of 59 
per 100,000, the Jain study found. And 
among heavy smokers — more than 15 
cigarettes a day — the risk is 83 per 
100,000. 
The new data analysis follows recent 
studies in Great Britain and the United 


States that indicated pill users in 
general, and especially those over 40, 
faced a much higher risk of death and 
both fatal and nonfatal heart attacks 
than others. 
But those studies lumped together 
both smokers and nonsmokers among 
pill users and therefore did not take 
into account the synergistic effects of 
pill 
and 
smoking 
comined. 
A 
synergistic effect is one that is greater 
than the simple addition of two factors.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A decision 
on whether to continue the Moun­ 
taineer passenger-train route from 
Norfolk, Va., to Cincinnati will be 
announced April 26 by Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams. 


Adams told his fellow members of 
the Amtrak board of directors at a 
meeting Wednesday that he would not 
make the decisions on changes within 
the route, saying that is the board’s 
responsibility alone. 
The route cuts across central 
Virginia and southern West Virginia en 
route to Ohio. Near Cincinnati it 
merges with the James Whitcomb 
Riley run from Washington to Chicago. 
Adams said that the Mountaineer 
averages 35 passengers a day—“the 
capacity of a bus”—and has costs of 
$54.87 per passenger, compared to 
revenues of $14.34 per passenger. 
But, he said, the service aids 
travelers who might face rough terrain 
and weather that often disrupt 
automobile and airline traffic. 
The board said in a statement later it 
does not recommend continuing the 
route in its present form and is 
studying the possibility of switching 
the eastern end from Norfolk to 
Washington. No decision will be made 
until Adams acts, it said. 
Such a switch would mean the run 
would pick up the present route at 
Petersburg, Va., going west, a 
spokeswoman said. The board said it is 
also considering schedule changes for 
the James Whitcomb Riley that would 
bring daytime service to Charleston, 
W.Va., and, if that were approved, 
time changes would have to be made in 
the Mountaineer schedule in any case.

Expanded 
Bingo Eyed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
charitable bingo law would be 
liberalized with more groups par­ 
ticipating in fund raising games under 
a bill that has cleared its first hurdle in 
the General Assembly. 
The legislation, sponsored by Rep. 
Leonard J. Camera, D-53 Lorain, was 
approved 6-1 Wednesday by a House 
subcommittee. It will be returned to 
the full State Government Committee 
after being reprinted to incorporate 
numerous amendments. 


Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 
Youngstown, who cast the sole 
dissenting vote, said the amendment to 
the year-old charitable law could ruin 
bingo in the state by allowing for a 
proliferation of eligible groups. 
“I just don’t think we ought to be 
promoting bingo as a method to raise 
funds,” Carney said. 
Youth athletic organizations, ethnic- 
American war veterans groups, art 
councils, historical societies and 
agencies for the physically han­ 
dicapped would be permitted to apply 
for bmgo licenses under the sub­ 
committee bill. 
The original law was intended to 
permit bonafide charities to use bingo 
for fund raising efforts, after obtaining 
licenses from the attorney general’s 
office. 
The amended bill would allow 
eligible groups that use their own 
facilities for games to take up to $250 in 
profits for maintenance costs. Existing 
law requires that only necessary ex­ 
penses may be deducted from profits, 
with the remainder going to charity.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
calling for the election of Ohio’s 
governor and lieutenant governor as a 
team has cleared the Senate but faces 
an uncertain fate in the House. 
It will pass in some form, since 
voters authorized the tandem elections 
in a 1976 constitutional amendment. 
However, the amendment left a big 
question unanswered, “How shall they 
be nominated?” 
Senators approved 28-5 Wednesday 
the bill for candidates for the two of­ 
fices to nm separately in the primary, 
then team up in the fall ballot. Some 
senators said this might produce 
candidates who are incompatible, and 
wind up degrading the already in­ 
nocuous 
role of the lieutenant 
governor. 
However, Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-6 
Dayton, prevailed in his view that the 
person seeking the No. 2 spot “should 
have to run statewide, to establish his 
identity and credibility.” 
Sen. Sam Speck, R-20 New Concord, 
said the governor should have some 
voice in picking his own limning mate 
who would become what was described 
as "an assistant governor” under the 
bill. Otherwise, the governor "may not 
like him, and wouldn't give him any 
responsibilities,” Speck said.

Court Judge William Gillie has issued 
a temporary restraining order for­ 
bidding the state from abandoning the 
program on April IO as was planned. 
Gillie issued the order last week in 
response to a plea from the Ohio 
Association of Meat Processors, Apple 
Creek Meats, Marshallville Packing 
and Gerber’s Poultry in Kidron. 
John Tucker, owner of the Mar­ 
shallville company, explained that the 
suit was filed to fight the abandonment 
on two fronts. 
First, he said, there is a state law

Tile legislature 
has not repealed that law, and, Tucker 
contends, Agriculture Director John 
Stackhouse can’t terminate a man­ 
dated program. 


Second, Tucker and his fellow 
plaintiffs claim turning the program 
over to the federal Department of 
Agriculture would drive small, family 
owned meat packing firms out of 
business. 
Current 
inspection regulations 
require that meat packers dealing in 
interstate sales must submit to federal 
inspection. Packers selling only within 
the state need only pass state in­ 
spection. 
Tucker contends that the Ohio 
program is just as good as the federal 
program, a fact he said is proved by 50 
per cent federal funding. That means 
that the state program meets federal 
standards. 
Stackhouse says he suggested 
abandoning the state program to save 
the state more than S4 million. The 
federal department must fund in­ 
spections with the Ohio program out of 
the picture. 
Tucker said that the federal stan­ 
dards seek the same level of meat and 
poultry products but force packers to 
meet that requirement through dif­ 
ferent means. 
He said a small business near his 
Wayne County finn has been making 
smoked sausage for 80 years but under 
federal inspection would be forced to 
spend $20,000 to change its curing 
method. 
“The sausage would be no cleaner,” 
he said.

Safety Force 
Strike Ends 
SALEM, Ohio (AP) - Police and 
firemen were back on the job today in 
this Columbiana County community of 
13,000, ending a three-day walkout. 
Parties in the dispute and Colum­ 
biana County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Richard Kennedy reached 
agreement Wednesday afternoon after 
Kennedy inserted a good faith 
bargaining agreement in his back-to- 
work order which called for no less 
than daily negotiation sessions in the 
dispute. 
The safety forces walked out 
Monday after their negotiators met 
with city council’s wage committee.

Some fans think the Philadelphia 
Phillies won last year’s National 
league East pennant because of 
Manager Danny Ozark. Others think 
they won it despite him. 
Whichever way you lean, you’ve got 
to admit they had a pretty impressive 
roster in 1976. That list has been 
sharply altered with the departure of 
two names. If the change is sufficiently 
drastic, the Pittsburgh Pirates may 
regain the divisional title. 
It appears the latter half of the 
season will be made up of a trio of two- 
team races. The first will be between 
the two Pennsylvania clubs, the second 
between the St. Louis Cardinals and 
New York Mets for third place, the 
third between the Montreal Expos and 
Chicago Cubs trying to avoid the 
cellar. 
The Phils’ sluggers are still there, 
like Mike Schmidt (major league- 
leading 38 home runs) and Greg 
Luzinski (.304 average, 21 homers). So 
are the spray hitters, like Garry 
Maddox (.330 average) and Jay 
Johnstone (.318). So are the big- 
winning pitchers, like Steve Carlton 
(20-7) and Jim Lonborg (18-10). So are 
the reliable relievers, like Gene 
Garber and Tug McGraw. 
And there are a few new faces, like 
Richie Hebner and Ted Sizemore. 
It’s those two new names which raise 
the big questions. They’re replacing 
two big names. 
Hebner succeeds the controversial, 
yet productive Dick Allen, who figures 
to occasionally menace American 
League pitchers for equally con­ 
troversial Charles O. Finley and his 
Oakland A’s. 
Allen was never a premier first 
baseman—but he may well have done 
the job better than Hebner will do it. 
The former Pittsburgh third baseman 
hasn’t played first since his minor 
league days. And Hebner's bat will 
never be mistaken for Allen’s. 
Sizemore takes over for Dave Cash, 
who grumbled his way through the 1976 
season because he felt the Phils 
weren’t compensating him sufficiently 
for his contributions, then took the 
free-agent route north to Montreal. 


Sizemore’s glove is adequate to fill the 
second base job. His bat leaves a lot to 
be desired when matched up with 
Cash’s. 


But more important than either of 
those measuring sticks is the absence 
of 
Cash’s 
leadership. 
He 
unquestionably was the holler guy, the 
field boss, the man who transformed a 
bunch of individuals into a team. The 
Phils don’t seem to have anyone 
around whom they can rally. They 
may well become a rudderless ship 
again. 
The Pirates, now with Chuck Tanner 
as manager, have been winners of the 
NL East flag in five of the eight 
seasons divisional play has existed. 
They’ve never finished lower than 
third in that span and were second to 
the Phils last year. 
Pittsburgh may suddenly have one 
of the best mound staffs in the division 
with a couple of major bullpen ad­ 
ditions. Rich Gossage and Terry 
Forster had dreadful records with the 
Chicago White Sox last year—but are 
capable of bouncing back. And Grant 
Jackson provides another important 
arm, joining Kent Tekulve. The 
starters are already there— John 
Candelaria, Jim Rooker, Bruce Rison 
and Jerry Reuss. 


Tanner’s arrival in Pittsburgh was 
the result of one of the more bizarre 
trades in baseball history, a player- 
for-manager deal.

Wagner said Rose told him Kapstein 
advised him to play out his option 
because he could get $1.5 or $2 million 
in the free agent draft. 
Kapstein laughed aloud. 
Rose said: “ I don’t know where he 
got that.” 
Wagner said neither Kapstein nor 
Gullett revealed, during negotiations 
last year, that Gullett had been injured 
while participating in the televised

NEW YORK (A P) - The rickety 
elevator puffed its way to the fifth floor 
and out stepped Broadway Joe 
Namath — deeply tanned, sun glasses 
perched on top of his head, casual in 
blue jeans and a red sweater. 
In the foyer, a buxom, middle-aged 
blonde was talking on a wall telephone. 


Joe reached over and gave her a 
damp peck on the cheek. 
"Oh, Joe," the lady, her face 
beaming, gushed. " I never thought you 
would remember me." 
A freckle-faced tyke, who had been 
doing a cereal commercial in an ad­ 
joining studio, recognized the famous 
quarterback and burst from the grasp 
of his mother. 
"Hey, Joe," he said, "can I have 
your autograph?” 
The kid had on a sweatshirt with a 
big “ 32" on the front and back — the 
number worn by O.J. Simpson. 
“ You’ve got the wrong number, 
kid,” Joe said. “ What’s your name?” 


The boy told him, then asked for 
another autograph for his brother, 
Robbie, who was in school. 
“ Sure,” said Namath, pleasantly, 
signing away. 
The great man was 65 minutes late 
for his date to film a clothes com­ 


mercial. 
Secretaries had waited with anxious 
anticipation. The place was a beehive 
of activity — a score of people bustling 
around, setting up props, checking 
camera angles, focusing lights. 
Joe, who had just flown into town 
from Miami where he had taped a 
cosmetics commercial the day before, 
was apologetic. Nobody was mad. 
Namath moved professionally from 
makeup to the dressing room to the 
studio, pausing to talk to messeugers, 
prop men and “ gofers.” 
This was the other face of Joe 
Namath — perfectly at ease, brim­ 
ming with charm, pleasant, ac­ 
commodating, deferential. This was 
show business. Joe was in his element. 
Then a news photographer and 
newsman came into view. There were 
pointed questions about his purported 
move to the Los Angeles Rams. Joe’s 
jaws became a vise. His body stif­ 
fened. The door of communication 
slammed shut. 
Another face of Joe Namath. 
Broadway Joe never has been com­ 
fortable around newsmen, even those 
he respects. He acts like a man who 


has been stung once and does not in­ 
tend to be stung again. Suspicion is 
there, mistrust and, at times, flagrant 
dislike. 


It is a mysterious contradiction in 
the makeup of a man whose quar­ 
terbacking genius is there for all to see 
but whose personal image, probably 
through his own fault, has been grossly 
distorted. 
Everyone envisions him as a 
swinger — one of the Hollywood set, 
big on 
booze and broads, 
night 
crawler, frequenter of all the smart 
places with a gorgeous creature 
hanging on his arm. 


It is an exaggerated picture. 
Namath is no Little Lord Fauntleroy. 
As any 33-year-old bachelor, he is not 
immune to strong drink and pretty 
girls. But he is basically shy and in­ 
clined to be a loner. Friends say he is 
happiest when he has a fishing pole or 
a No. 3 wood in his hand. 
He exudes an earthy kind of warmth 
which seems to project through the 
television screen — thus his success 
with that medium. He relates to kids 
and calls older men "M r.”

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Com m unity M ental H ealth Provides Local Counseling 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the second 
of a series of articles to acquaint our 
readers with community mental 
health. Today’s article introduces staff 
members and counseling services 
offered. 


The services offered by the mental 
health clinic at Berger Hospital in­ 
clude full time counseling provided by 
Dr. Roger Lew!*; pastoral counseling 
by D. Gene Mendenhall; substenance 
abuse (drug) counseling by Rick 
Barnes; psychiatric counseling by Dr. 
Dan Martin; after care, Mrs. Lucille 
Dole RN. 
COUNSELING 
These services are provided by Dr. 
Lewis for those persons who find 
themselves in difficulty due to cir­ 
cumstances in their environment, 
personal make-up or a combination of 
both problems. 
The number of persons seen at the 
clinic in one year is 340. Emotional 
problems of one person have an ad­ 
verse affect on other members in the 
family so the number of people 
benefiting from counseling services 
provided by mental health services is 
greater than 340. 
“ Most people who come to the clinic 
with personal problems are depressed 
or feel a loss of control over their 
personal lives,” according to Dr. 
Lewis. 
“ Although it is important for a 
counselor to experience as accurately 
as possible the feelings and situation of 
his clients, it is perhaps more im­ 
portant that he retain a positive at­ 
titude about their situations and life. 
Sharing a client’s feelings is different 
from 
sharing 
his 
reaction 
— 
depression. If the counselor becomes 
depressed also, the situation fast 
becomes hopeless, since the coun­ 
selor’s primary tasks are to help his 
client to view his situation realistically 
and to evaluate alternative means of 
improving it. 
“ This is usually accomplished in 
individual counseling, but it is often 
the case that more can be ac­ 
complished with cooperation from the 
marital partner and other family 
members.” Dr. Lewis said. 
“ In addition I find it exciting each 
time a new person comes through the 
door. The challenge of listening 
carefully, getting a complete picture of 
a problem, and trying to help someone 
to solve it on his terms and by using his 
own strengths leaves little time for 
depression. 
If a person wonders if counseling 
would be helpful, he can determine this 
by answering the following two 
questions: I. Is it important to me to 
solve this problem? 2. Am I willing to 
work hard to change? It is important 
that the answers to these questions is 
yes because there is no magic. 
Solutions require hard work and a 
willingness to look at one’s self ob­ 
jectively. 
AFTERCARE SERVICES 
Working with persons who have been 
discharged from mental hospitals may 
strike some people as frightening. 
However, that attitude does not exist 
among the mental health professionals 
who work daily with the followup care 
program in the community mental 
health clinics. Mrs. Dole works part 
time at the clinic with aftercare 
clients. 
“ What we find is that these people, 
with adequate support, can become 
normal, functioning members of the 
community. The greatest obstacle to 
their readjustment is the stigma at­ 
tached to them and the misun­ 
derstanding by the general public 
about mental illness. It’s almost an 
attitude of ‘once you’re crazy, you’re 
always crazy,’ which defeats real 
progress of the person who returns to 
the community,” according to Mrs. 
Dole. 
There were 31 admissions to public 
mental hospitals from Pickaway 
County last year. Mrs. Dole relates 
that only three of her caseload of 32 
were among those 31 admissions. 
Rehabilitation care is one of the 
most promising steps forward in the 
mental health field today. 
Many 
clients who fear their return to the 
community find that with a followup 
program they can maintain them­ 
selves in the community, hold regular 
jobs and fulfill their family respon­ 
sibilities. 
With local care available, the added

expense of traveling out of the county 
is eliminated and consistency of 
keeping appointments is increased. 
Person to person contact between 
mental health professionals and 
clients in the community humanizes 
mental health services. It also in­ 
creases understanding and fosters 
cooperation between mental health 
professionals and other human 
resource people in the community. 
Services provided are helping clients 
become self sufficient, learning new 
ways of coping with problems, gaining 
understanding of their feelings, 
overcoming barriers which hamper 
adequate functioning, assisting them 
in establishing contacts with other 
community agencies and evaluating 
the need for medication and providing 
medication. 
Just as the chronic diabetic person 
can remain at home and keep his 
illness under control, so can the 
mentally ill person, given the follow up 
care he needs and deserves, function 
as a normal person. 
Dr. Martin, psychiatrist, comes to 
the clinic four hours a week to evaluate 
and prescribe medication for follow-up 
patients. He is also available if needed 
for consultation for those being seen in 
counseling. Dr. Martin received his 
MS in psychiatry from Ohio State 
University in 1970 and received his 
board certification American Board of 
Psychiatry and Neurology in April, 
1974. He is assistant professor of 
psychiatry, College of Medicine, Ohio 
State University, and has staff 
membership at Ohio State University 
Hospital and Mt. Carmel Medical 
Center. 
Any person in Pickaway County 
desiring follow up care at the clinic can 
call the clinic for an interview. 
PASTORAL COUNSELING 
Some persons have a desire to be 
counseled by a clergyman other than 
their own. Thus, the religious theme 
can be maintained. At any time the 
client wishes, the pastoral counselors 
will make a referral back to the 
primary clergyman. 
Dr. Mendenhall provides services at 
the clinic each Monday afternoon and 
all day Wednesday. Dr. Mendenhall 
has received his AB from Anderson 
College, 
STM 
from 
Christian 
Theological Seminary and his BD and 
ThD from Burton Seminary. 
He is a certified fellow chaplain of 
the American Protestant Hospital 
Assn., a fellow of the American 
Association of Pastoral Counselors, 
and a clinical member of the American 
Association of Marriage and Family 
counselors. 
Dr. Mendenhall has been serving 
Pickaway County since Nov. 14 1973, in 
various ministerial capacities such as 
a Circleville Bible College instructor 
and counselor, pastoral consultant to 
the county ministerial association, 
individual, marital, family and group 
counselor for many churches and 
community agencies and special 
speaker at various meetings. 
“ I see my job as providing pastoral 
counseling through a context which 
takes seriously the Christian dimen­ 
sions of life. I am also a two-way 
bridge of communication between the 
clients 
and 
the 
mental 
health 
professions,” Dr. Mendenhall states. 
SUBSTANCE ABUSE 
The Drug Abuse Program is funded 
by a state grant. It is a counseling and 
court referral program. Rick Barnes 
serves in two counties and is at the 
Pickaway Clinic Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday. 
Barnes was employed Nov. I, 1976 
under a federal and state program for 
substance abuse. He worked as a 
pharmacist assistant at Chillicothe 
Hospital for two years, was director of 
the youth commission at Council of 
Southern Mountains in Berea, Ky., 
drug counselor and pharmacist 
technician at Los Angeles Free Clinic

I have been invited 
to speak to a number of community 
and professional groups and have been 
pleased so far with the reception I have 
received in Pickaway County," Barnes 
states. I would hope that in the very 
near future I will be able to service the 
county four days a week.” 
In one year the number of people 
seeking services at the clinic has in­ 
creased from 38 in the first month of 
operation to 181 presently on caseload. 
TTiese people have discovered how 
little changes can make a big change 
in their lives. They have found that 
they are not alone in their struggle to 
handle every day problems.
